(4^|^PPpLAPD  Central  Area  RESET  Officers  conducted  active  warrant  checks  of 
campsite^lOTgSan  Julian  Street  between  5th  and  6th  Street.  Warrant  checks  performed  at 
these  two  adjacent  campsites  located  near  540  San  Julian  Street  resulted  in  the  arrest  of  two 
wanted  persons. 


Shown  below  in  Figure  1 is  arrestee’s,  Richardson,  Everret  campsite 

immediately  after  being  taken  into  custody  for  an  outstanding  felonywarrant.

Richardson’s  clearly 
personal  belongings  that 
include  a folding  camping 
cot,  a sleeping  bag,  several 
pairs  of  shoes,  8 blankets,  5 
pairs  of  jeans,  personal 
documents,  and  a pair  of 
binoculars. 


The  arrestee’s  campsites  were  divided  by  a shopping  cart  and  a bag  of  clothing  that 
belonged  to  an  unidentified  person  as  shown  below  in  Figure  9.

Prior  to  processing  the  adjacent  arrestee’s  campsite,  the  shopping  cart  and  bag  of 
clothing  was  moved  away  as  shown  in  Figure  10.

These  items  were  moved 
back  against  the  wall  of  this 
building  in  order  to  prevent 
any  of  these  items  from 
getting  disturbed.

Williams  in  the  presence  of 
LAPD  Central  Area  RESET 
Officers.

Beside  this  bag  of  Mr.  Mays’s  clearly  personal  belongings  shown  in  Figure  18,  there 
was  also  a 26-inch  men’s  cruiser  bicycle  and  a Honda  EU2000i  - 1600  Watt  Portable  Inverter 
Generator  that  was  at  his  campsite  at  the  time  of  his  arrest  as  shown  in  Figure  19.  This  clear 
plastic  bag  of  Mr.  Mays’s  personal  belongings  along  with  his  bicycle  and  generator  were  all 
taken  by  LAPD  Central  Area  RESET  Officers  to  their  evidence  storage  facility.

The  contents  of  Mr.  Mays’s 
personal  belongings 
included:  two  pairs  of  shoes 
a camp  stove  with  the 
butane  canister  removed, 
several  pairs  of  clean  shirts 
and  pants,  four  blankets,  and 
a wallet.

Mr.  Mays’s  clearly  personal 
belongings  also  included 
both  a 26-inch  men’s  cruiser 
bicycle  and  a Honda

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These  two  campsites  have  been  sanitized,  scrubbed  clean  of  trash,  belongings,  and 
residents  as  shown  below  in  Figure  20-21.

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Ramirez,  after  accepting  an  offer  for  emergency  shelter  that  also  included  access  to 
supportive  services  from  Michael  Roberts  of  the  Los  Angeles  Homeless  Services  Authority.

As  shown  below  in  Figure  23,  the  Los  Angeles  Homeless  Services  Authority  team, 
that  included  Mr.  Roberts  and  Mr.  George,  provided  Dolores  Sotelo  and  Carlos  Ramirez  with 
transportation  to  a nearby  emergency  shelter.

On  manifest  tracking  number  009495245  FLE,  a 40  pound  lead  acetate  battery  and 
another  40  pounds  of  waste  aerosols  were  generated  during  the  cleanups  that  occurred  at 
the  campsites  in  and  around  the  vicinity  of  540  and  57 1 San  Julian  Street. 


Again  on  manifest  tracking  number  009495308  FLE,  25  pounds  of  human  feces  and 
another  20  pounds  were  generated  during  the  cleanups  that  occurred  at  the  campsites  in 
and  around  the  vicinity  of  540  and  571  San  Julian  Street.
